G.S.R. 326(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 124 read with sub-section (1) 
of Section 132 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Central Government hereby approves the Tuticorin 
Port Trust Employees (Recruitment, Seniority and Promotion) Amendment Regulations, 2000, as set out in the Sched¬ 
ule aimexed to this Notification. 

2. The said Regulations shall come into effect from the date of publication of this Notification in the Official 

Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of 
Trustees of the Tuticorin Port hereby makes the following Regulations further to amend the Tuticorin Port Trust Em¬ 
ployees (Recruitment, Seniority and Promotion) Regulations, 1979, under Section 124, ibid, namely: 

(1) (i) These regulations may be called the Tuticorin Port Trust Employees (Recruitment, Seniority and 

Promotion) Amendment Regulations, 2000; 

(ii) They shall come'into force with effect from the date of publication in the Gazette of India. 
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(2) In the Tuticorin Port Trust Employees (Recruitment, Seniority and Promotion) Regulations, 1979, in Regu¬ 
lation 29 relating to Departmental Promotion Committee, the following shall be added as sub-Regulation 
(3), namely ;— 

“(3), Where the appointing authority does not agree with the recommendations of the Departmental Promotion 
Committee, such appointing authority should indicate the reasons for disagreeing id refer the entire 
matter to the Departmental Promotion Committee for reconsideration of its earlier ' commendations. In 
case the Departmental Promotion Committee reiterates its earlier recommendations, i 5 iving also reasons in 
support thereof, the appointing authority may accept the recommendations, if the reasons adduced by the 
Departmental Promotion Committee are convincing. If that authority does not accept the recommendations 
of the Departmental Promotion Committee, it shall submit the papers to the next higher authority with its 
own recommendations. The decision of the next higher authority shall be final.”
